Perhaps one result of the Venezuela 


boundary commission's \\ork \vHl be 
the solving of the most remarkable 
geographical enigmas in the world and 
the exploration of what i» regarded as 
a unique natural wonderland. This re- 
markable region is a number of elevated 
and isolated areas of land, situated on 
what the British call British Guiana's 
southwestern bouudarj', •uhieh is in the 
disputed territory. It is, on the British 
side of the Schomburgk line. A British 
Guiana newspaper describes this region, 
as far as-it is known, and expresses the 
hope that the filial settlement of the 
boundary cootrover&y will leave it well 
within British bounds. Should there be 
another result, however, the newspa- 
per says, the region, should be made an 
international park, something on the 
plan of the Yellowstone park reserva- 
tion. 
• 


The region is called by the Indians 


"Eoraima," but the se\eral isolated 
areas are known by distinctiie names. 
Each consists of what might be called 
an isolated mountain, but is really a 
table-land, comprising an area of 100 
or more square miles, elevated several 
thousand feet above the surrounding 
country. The rocky sides of the moun- 
tains are as perpedicular as the Hudson 
river palisades and entirely bare of vege- 
tation, and Jiave defied all attempts to 
scale them. The level summits are Cov- 
ered with trees and other vegetation, 
and down the rocky sides fall a large 
number of cascades of consideiable size, 
indicating1 the certain existence of rivers 
and streams on the mysterious sximmits, 
and probably of lakes, that feed the 
rivers. 
The summits have been ob- 


sened with telescopes, and are known 
to be as full of plant life as, the tropical 
plains below, but bejond this nothing 
is known. 


Because EO little ib known of the con- 


dition of these table-lands occasion is 
given for all manner of speculation as 
to what exist* there. That the vegeta- 
tion is quite different from that on the 
plains below the teleseoqe shows; and 
that it sliould be so is quije natural, as 
the table-lands are 2,000 or more feet 
higher than the plains. While the cli- 
mate of the plains is tropical, thatof the 
table-lands must be temperate, not only 
because of their elevation, but because 
of the free plaj the winds ha^e about 
them. 


Of the geology of the region this ex- 


planation is ghen: This part of South 
America ro<=e slowly from the s?a, 
throiigh successive and remote ages. 
The Koraima mountains were formed 
precisely as was the rest of the laml, 
and are not the result«of \olcanicaction. 
He&ce the}- must have been above the 
ocean before the surrounding plains 
appeared. They stood 2,000 feet above 
the lei cl of the sea when the neighbor 
ing tops were but islands in the ocean. 
In the course of a period difficult to ap- 
perciate the adjacent valleys and plains 
appeared above the water and became 
ccnered with \egetation and animal 
life. 
But the 
isolated plateaus oJ 


Koraima had a tremendous start of the 
plains below. Here comes the alleged 
ground for the speculation that perhaps 
on these mysterious summits there ex- 
ists flora and fauna unlike any found 
elsewhere, forms of life that long since 
disappeared from other parts of the 
world, but remained the same on these 
summits, because unaffected by the in- 
fluences of communication with the 
outer world. All sorts of w ild guesse' 
have been hazzarded regarding the ex- 
istence of strange reptiles and animals 
among the streams 
and forests 
of 


Uoraima, 


The cascades falling from the summits 


are among the highest in the world. 
One 
is 2,000 
feet 
high 
and 
is 


broad enough to be \isible 30 miles 
awaj-. It falls sheer, without a break 
The mountains from which these cas- 
cades fall form the dividing watersheds 
of the Ama?on, the Orinoco and tht 
Essequibo. the three great rivers of 
South America, and the waters of the 
cascades flow some to one and some tc 
Another of these rivers. It is argued 
that to supply these waterfalls there 
must be a considerable body of watei 
on the moumtain plateaus, and it is* 
natural to conclude that w here there are 
large bodies of water there are,fish and 
reptiles. The resulting conclusion that, 
because these fish and reptiles must 
have been isolated on the mountain tops 
for ages, they are likely to be different 
from any known species, is regarded as 
quite natural. The mountain plateaus 
form practically little countries by 
themselves, like islands, but more iso- 
lated, because the ocean of air that sur- 
rounds them does not afford the facili- 
ties for communication with other 
islands as do the waters of the ocean it- 
self. 


One of'the plateaus, known, as Kuken- 


ham, which is better situated for ob- 
servation than any of the others, is es- 
timated to have an area of 200 square 
miles or more. The smallest, which 
bears the name common to the group, 
Koraima, is estimated to contain SO to 
140 square miles. 


The story of the mysterious region is 


not new, at least to British Guiana. It 
is many years since any scientific men 
were in the region, but chance travelers 
and gold prospectors happen there at 
odd times, and when they return to 
Demerara they add their little store ot 
information and nrystiflcation, to tie 
rest.—X. Y. Sua.

Mer- 
onptah was prepared, and attacked the 
assembled host with his cavalry; the 
gods fought with them, and for one 
long afternoon, from midday till dark, 
they slew, and slew, and Klew, for six 
Iiours slaughtering the multitude. The 
defeat was utter. The king, Maury, 
son of Dad, escaped, thanks to the dark- 
ness; but he did not even secure a horse 
or provisions, and fled from the fight on 
foot, completely terrified. His whes 
and his rich equipage, hi.s silver and 
gold and bronze vessels, theoimrments 
of his wife, his thrones, his bows, his 
weapons, and all that he had were a 
prey to the Egyptians. Some 16,000 
bodies lay on the field of battle, aiH 
f,000 prisoners were taken.- -Century.

The new snakes received the other day 1 


were contributions from 
friends of 


Pete's in Miami, I. T. The box in -which 
the snakes came was marked: "31% 
potinds of snakes, 83 cents a pound." 
There was no other writing on the bo:; 
other than the address of "Pete Gruber," 
•rfhich is "Kattlesnalce Pete's" more 
•formal name. The box contained snakes 
of 
the 
following1 species: 
Cotton- 


month snakes, copperheads, chicken 
snakes, copper-bottom and mud snakes. 


It will be seen that most of these 


snakes are very pdisonous. The cotton - 
mouth snake is similar to the rut He- 
snake in every way excepting Ihc lick 
'of rattles. It is said that these snakes 
are more poisonous than rattlers, but 
Pete, who lias had considerable expe- 
rience nursing snake bites, does not be- 
lieve it. 


The chicken snake is a black snake, 


•with,red spots dotted here and there on 
its body, and is quite pretty. As Pete 
took one of them from the case and ex- 
amined him thoroughly, he remarked 
'that he guessed there wasn't much poi- 
son about it. The copper-bottom snakes 
nre similar to the snakes found in Flor- 
ida and other'southern states. Pete 
also handled them with great readiness, 
but, in taking- Ibe cotton-mouth, cop- 
perhead and mud snakes from the box, 
he used more caution. 


While the reporter %vna talking to 


Pete, a long box arrived by express 
which was immediately opened. II con- 
tained a large, bright-colored 
snake 


which is known as a coach whip. It 
was seven feet long, and came from 
Chadwick, Mo. The man of many snakes 
took the reptile and threw it in w itli the 
others and locked up the cage. 


As he locked the door he pointed to a 


four-foot snake which was curled up 
in one corner of the cage. He was a cop- 
per-bottom from Florida. Tie had just 
swallowed a field, or garter snake, meas- 
uring about three feet in length. An- 
other snake ir. the same cage had just 
been fed 10 small mice nnd one kitten a 
week old. ]n order to prove that Ihe 
snakes would cat anything, Pete opened 
the den and placed an ordinary pfrgr in 
front of one of the largest reptile?. His 
Emokcship was not long in encircling 
the egg, und'When he swallowed it he 
was seen to 'tighten the body as if to 
break the shell. 


The attention of Rattlesnake Pete was 


called to a statement which was pub- 
lished from Cleveland, which stated that 
the army worm, which had been doing 
much damage in tbe northern part ol 
Ohio, had nn enemy in the rattlesnake 
Pete stated that not only did the rat- 
tlcsnakesdevourtheanny worm, but all 
snakes were fond of the-m. 


"If the farmers only knew when they 


were well off," said Pete, "their garden 
truck would be much better if they al- 
lowed the small snakes about the gar- 
den which are generally killed to live, 
that they might, devour the insects." 
Pete hns'known for a fact-where snakes 
have gone through gardens and picked 
bugs off the vegetables. Hence his ap- 
peal for the harmless little creatures.1 


In speaking- of the nature of snakes 


in general. Pete wound up the eonversa 
tion by describing the attitude of the 
black snake toward the rattlers, and in 
foot all others, but 
particular 
the 


former. Pete has a large number 
black snakes and rattlers in the same 
cage. When one of the rattlers starts to 
devour a smaller snoke or anything thai 
the black snakes want, the latter twists 
around the body of the rattler and 
squeezes so hard that he'cannot swallow 
the object 


The result is that the rattler invari- 


ably chokes up whatever he has started 
to eat nnd moves slowly away. They 
never attemptto strike at a.black snake 
Rattlers often strike at objects which 
they miss and happen to bury their 
fangs in other snakes, but in all his ex- 
perience Pete has never had one of these 
cases which proved fatal 


However, he claims that suicide is a 


common thing among rattlers, as only 
the other day he had a large rattlesnake 
die from a wound self-inflicted. It ap- 
pears that about a week ago this big 
snake turned slowly around when Pete 
•was standing in front of the cage anc 
struck at himself. Its f aiigs were buriec 
deep into his skin, and iti the morning 
he died.—Rochester Democrat anc 
Chronicle.

TEACHING THEM ENGLISH. 


Voungr Foreigners Taught Our Language 


t>y Object L,easouB. 


The simple and effective method of 


teaching English to the ohiklren of 
Italians, Portug-ucEC, Polish and Ger- 
man Jews, used profitably in the Xorth 
end schools of Boston, might profitably 
be adopted by other cities -wluicih are 
obliged to face the fact that within 
their borders arc thousands of foreign 
children who know nothing of the cus- 
toms, Institutions or language of this 
country. A writer in the Boston Trans- 
cript thus describes the •metlhod: 


The children, within a few days after 


their arrival, are sent to the public 
schools, as a rule without compulsion, 
and here they are first of all taught 
the- English language. It is Cone by a 
system of object lessons. The teachers 
in the elementary rooms are young 
women, as men would not be patient 
enough to accomplish the bes-t results. 


The teacher may poimt to her eye and 


say: "This is my eye," repeating it sev> 
era! times and requiring- the pupils to 
repeat it in unison. Other portions ol 
the body are pointed out in a similai 
manner, and then familiar objects in 
the room are in the same way brouglil 
to the attention of the children. 


Later, ivhen they have made sufficient 


progress iu the languijge, it becomes 
desirable lo teach the different tenses. 
To accomplish this a boy or girl is di- 
rected, to run .slowly around the room, 
when the teacher and ahildren say in 
unison: 


"The 1x13* is running," repeating the 


sentence several times. The boy is 
then told to halt, an'd the teacher and 
pupils say in unison: 
"That boy did 


run." 
Again: 
"That boy is stand-ing 


still," "Tlia-t boy can run," "That bo.y 
is walking," "That boy walks fast," "I 
can walk," "I can run," "I did walk," 
etc. 


These and -other sentences, as they are 


spoken, are written on the blackboard 
by the teacher and the pupils writf: 
them on' their slates. Thus they art 
taught the language and tang-lit to 
spell; wad jind write almost simulta- 
neously.

VIEW. 


Kiieland and Bosnia Can Never 
Be 


The truth is that Great Britain and 


Russia are too big ever to agree for any- 
time. We believe that to our race will 
fall the ultimate supremacy of the 
world; Russia believes exactly the same 
of herself. Sooner or later the two am- 
bitions must oolliMe, and we hatt bet- 
ter be making ready for that great daj 
at once. To allow Russia to ateorb all 
possible strength before the conflict ia 
to puta premium on defeat and ruin. 


What, then, does England want? We 


want, above all, a new eastern policy 
and a definite one—such a policy as ia 
pigeon'holed in the burenus of St. 
Petersburg. We have oast China over- 
board; we might ballast the ship with 
Japan. We talk of Japan as a friendly 
power, and even as an ally, hut with 
what warrant? Inasmuch as we put 
no pressure on her to abandon her Chi- 
nese conquests, and were the first west- 
ern power to orecognize her adolescence 
by compromising the privileges of ex- 
tra-territoriality, it is proba'bie that she 
harbors less resentment toward us than 
towa rd Russia. But we ha.ve done noth- 
ing for her; on the contrary, we havs 
made a singular exhibition of impo- 
tence at the recent crisis of her na~ 
tional life, and such an exhibition is 
apt to depreciate the value of the ex- 
hibitor's friendship. 


If we are to ally with Japan we must 


be prepared to fight for her if it is nec« 
essary. In some years she will com- 
mand anavywhicih, with our own China 
squadron, could easily sweep the Pa- 
cifie, while on fand she will dispose of 
half a million trained men. Only, if we 
Want the aid of thisioree we must not 
repeat' the pitiful abandonment of the 
Chinese policy. In one word, allianeo 
or no alliance, we onght tobe clear what 
we will fig-it for.—Blackwood's Maga- 
zine.

;>r. S. J. Bninstoad, My Uear Friend: 


I think I said in Denver substantially 
what is published. I thought It a mis- 
take to demonetize sliver and also thought 
that we should romcnctize our silver, that 
is the silver produced in our country. It 
never occurred to me that we could coin 
tbo silver of the whole world. Neither 
did I want silver coined at less than its 
value. I wanted a dollar's worth of nll- 
vor in a silver dollar. 


At tb. time I made tho speech In Den- 


ver I supposed that congress demonetized 
silver in '78. Afterwards I found that I 
was mistaken. I found that many years 
before wo bad mude tho gold standard. I 
found that this was done in 1834, 1837 
'and in 1858. 


Today I1 havo no objection to tho coin- 


ago of silver at the proper ratio, bat I ani 
opposed to the coinage of any dollar* (bat 
are not in value equal to gold dollar?. If 
it takes a dollar'sworth of gold to make a 
dollar, certainly it takes a dollar's worth 
of silver tb moke a dollar.
